Request Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on 8/22/2002 for a Request Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR §1.116 based on parent Application No. 09/823767 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Reasons for allowance 

2. Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the 
claimed features as presented in independent claims, which include a drive mechanism 
provided in the connecting member to move the first optical element (claims 1 , 29-31 ), a 
drive mechanism provided in the ring body to move the inner ring where the drive 
mechanism includes an actuator provided on the ring body (claim 33), as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
